Athletic  Field,  Campus  and  Farm 
To  Be  Greatly  Improved. 

Not  only  is  the  College  building  be¬ 
ing  redecorated  within  and  repainted 
without  but  our  beautiful  campus  is 
being  improved.  Of  the  money  releas¬ 
ed  to  this  institution  by  the  Gover¬ 
nor  $5,000  went  into  the  fund  for  re¬ 
building  and  improving  the  athletic 
field  and  campus. 

The  exact  site  of  the  new  field  has 
not  yet  been  definitely  decided  upon 
but  it  likely  will  be  the  level  stretch 
to  the  southwest  of  the  building. 
When  completed  the  field  will  be  one 
of  the  best  in  the  country.  After  the 
field  has  been  laid  out  a  system  of 
drainage  by  means  of  tiling,  will  be 
established.  If  present  plans  are  ac¬ 
complished,  a  lagoon  will  be  made 
which  will  add  much  to  the  beauty  of 
the  campus.  Completely  equipped 
dressing  rooms  will  be  built  under  the 
bleachers. 

The  agricultural  department  is  also 
to  be  expanded  and  improved.  A  farm 
plot  has  been  selected.  This  is  the 
high  slope  north  of  the  evergreen 
grove.  A  hog  house,  a  grain  barn, 
and  an  implement  house  are  to  lie 
built.  Farm  implements  and  pure 
bred  hogs  are  to  be  puchased.  Many 
other  improvements  have  been  plan¬ 
ed  but  many  of  them  can  not  be  real¬ 
ized  at  present.

The  value  and  the  various  methods 
of  testing  seed  corn  are  well  known 
and  many  farmers  test  their  seed  corn 
before  planting.  The  State  Teachers 
College  is  ready  to  test  seed  corn  for 
any  of  the  corn  growers  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  who  so  desire.  Send  in  corn 
using  either  of  the  following  methods: 

1.  Bring  a  representative  sample 
of  your  seed  corn  consisting  of  from 
50  to  100  ears. 

2.  Select  4  to  6  kernels  from  dif-. 
ferent  parts  of  each  of  50  to  100  rep¬ 
resentative  ears,  place  in  a  package 
and  mail  to  the  college. 

The  first  test  will  show  the  germ¬ 
ination  of  the  entire  lot.  By  either 
method,  if  the  representative  samples 
selected  give  evidence  of  a  high  per 
cent  of  vitality,  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  the  remainder  of  the  corn  will 
powers.  If 
the  per  cent  germination  is  low,  it  is 
advisable  to  test  each  ear. 

The  best  corn  growers  maintain 
that  one  should  plant  only  pure  bred 
seed  corn  of  high  viability  and  of  a 
variety  suited  to  the  soil  and  the  lo¬ 
cality.

DEPARTMENT  NOTES 

History. 

Mr.  Foster’s  Current  History  class 
is  at  present  engaged  in  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  pursuit.  The  members  are  bus¬ 
ily  engaged  in  contributing  special  re¬ 
ports  on  such  current  topics  as  the 
following: 

The  general  strike,  over  the  country 
and  especially  in  the  eastern  section, 
of  the  switchmen  and  yardmen.  This 
is  rather  a  serious  state  of  affairs. 
Also  the  strike  in  Kansas,  occasioned 
by  the  attempt  of  the  governor  to  ap¬ 
ply  his  Industrial  Court  Dispute’s  Act. 

The  Economics  class  in  connection 
with  the  text,  study  the  important 
current  events  of  the  day  also.  At 
present  the  members  are  making  a 
study  of  the  Esch-Cummins  Railroad 
Bill,  and  of  the  strike  situation  in  gen¬ 
eral. 

Music. 

The  Music  Appreciation  Class  will 
make  a  study  of  the  pipe-organ  at  the 
Christian  Church,  this  week.  They 
will  go  during  the  class  period.

Education. 

The  Physehology  classes  have  been 
much  interested  in  a  series  of  observa¬ 
tions  in  the  College  Park  School.  Stu¬ 
dents  of  the  college  arc  particularly 
fortunate  to  have  access  to  a  school 
which  demonstrates  so  well  the  prac¬ 
tical  applications  of  the  worth  while 
theories  in  Education. 

The  Educational  Psychology  class 
used  an  observation  of  the  Mother 
Goose  pageant  as  staged  by  the  Col¬ 
lege  Park  School  children  in  assem¬ 
bly  as  a  basis  for  a  test  question.  The 
following  is  typical  of  the  reports 
which  were  given  immediately  after 
the  assembly. 

“The  primary  essential  to  any 
learning  process  is  interest;  and  the 
best  sort  of  interest  is  direct.  Some¬ 
times  interest  lias  to  bo  brot  to  the 
child  thru  some  other  means  than  the 
inherent  interest  of  the  thing  itself. 
Even  the  child  is  apparently  interest¬ 
ed  in  some  lesson,  it  would  porbablv 
remain  with  him  much  longer  if  some 
pleasant  and  strong  association  had 
been  made. 

In  the  Mother  Goose  pageant  the 
interest  of  all  the  children  in  what 
they  were  doing  was  absolutely  above 
question.  They  not  only  were  inter¬ 
ested  but  they  were  most  pleasantly 
interested  and  at  the  same  time  they 
were  fixing  the  rhymes  indelibly  in 
their  minds.  Their  interest  was  bas¬ 
ed  on  the  successful  utilization  of  their 
dominant  tendencies.  The  desire  for 
physical  activity,  the  play  spirit,  the 
love  of  dramatization,  the  manipula¬ 
tion  of  the  desire  for  approval,  the 
interests  in  “dressing  up”  in  cos¬ 
tumes  made  by  themselves;  all  these 
served  to  strengthen  the  enjoyment 
which  the  children  so  evidently  felt 
in  the  performance.  The  many  pleas¬ 


ant  associations  connected  with  the 
pageant  were  so  fixed  in  their  minds 
that  in  the  future  whenever  they  hear 
a  mention  of  those  rhymes  they  will 
have  a  very  accurate  mental  image  of 
the  rhyme  itself.  The  interest  of  the 
children  never  lagged.  Fancy  those 
children  remembering  those  same 
rhymes  if  they  had  been  made  to  sit 
in  a  small  chair  and  memorize  them 
absolutely  without  any  attraction 
save  that  of  a  book.  It  would  have 
been  utter  torture  to  them. 

The  teachers  in  charge  of  the  pa¬ 
geant  must  have  realized  or  under¬ 
stood  that  the  little  rhymes  which  the 
children  staged  were  more  interesting 
to  them  at  that  time  and  age  than 
they  ever  will  be  again. 

The  pleasure  which  the  children  had 
in  giving  pleasure  to  the  audience 
proved  that  where  effort  had  been 
stimulated,  it  had  been  done  by  means 
of  a  good  toward  which  the  children 
eagerly  and  readily  worked. 

According  to  Dewey’s  doctrine  of 
interest  and  effort  the  pageant  was  an 
interesting  example  of  the  application 
of  educational  theory  to  practice.’’ 

College  Park  Notes. 

Members  of  some  of  Miss  Hel wig’s 
mathematics  classes  have  been  ob¬ 
serving  the  work  in  the  demonstration 
school  during  the  past  week.  They 
have  been  looking  for  sources  and 
methods  of  presenting  arithmetic  in 
the  grades. 

Students  of  the  class  in  applied  pys- 
ehologv  of  which  Miss  Arnett  is  in¬ 
structor,  have  been  observing  in  the 
demonstration  school  during  the  week, 
also.  They  have  looked  for  examples 
of  perception,  and  for  practical  appli¬ 
cations  of  the  psychological  principles 
which  they  have  been  studying. 

Mr.  Steinsmeyer  has  been  doing 
some  excellent  work  with  the  junior 
high  school  class  in  agriculture.  The 
class  lias  been  studying  the  different 
grains  commonly  grown  near  Alary 
ville,  testing  and  grading  coni  and 
wheat.  The  group  has  also  transplant¬ 
ed  tomato  and  cabling,*  plants.  Much 
of  their  field-work  has  been  done  in 
the  green-house.

A  Resume  of  the  Situation  in 
Germany. 

Since  the  Armistice,  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Germany  has  been  republican 
in  form,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
social  democratic  party  with  Ebert  as 
president.  This  socialist  party  how¬ 
ever  does  not  anticipate  making  any 
violent  changes  in  German  institu¬ 
tions  in  the  direction  of  socialism. 

Recently  tho  old  Junker  party,  un¬ 
der  the  leadership  of  Dr.  lvapp,  has 
attempted  to  overthrow  the  Ebert 
government  and  to  re-establish  the 
old  regime  at  least  in  some  measure. 
Ebert,  to  offset  their  revolution,  call¬ 
ed  upor.  the  laboring  classes  to  begin 
a  general  strike.  This  was  done  and 
it,  among  other  things,  resulted  in  the 
defeat  of  the  -Kapp  revolutionists. 

With  Kapp  defeated,  Ebert  fouii|l 
himself  with  a  general  strike  still  on 
his  hands  so  far  it  had  served  a  good 
purpose,  but  now  Ebert  wished  bus¬ 
iness  to  proceed.  He  found  that  in 
order  to  bring  this  about  his  govern¬ 
ment  would  have  to  make  some  im¬ 
portant  concessions  to  the  laboring 
classes  before  they  would  call  off  the 
general  strike.  In  granting  these  con¬ 
cessions  Ebert  has  had  to  agree  to 
give  the  laborer  element  a  voice  in 
the  political  reconstruction  of  the 
government,  and  has  also  had  to 
agree  to  a  socialization  of  the  mines, 
and  of  the  potash  industries  and  to  a 
large  measure  of  government  control 
in  the  supply  and  distribution  of  food 
stuffs. 

The  general  strike  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  independent  socialists, 
or  so-called  Spartacists,  a  radical  so¬ 
cialist  group,  aided  by  the  commun¬ 
ists,  or  Reds.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  the 
communists,  like  their  brothers  in 
Russia  are  taking  advantage  of  their 
opportunity  by  uniting  with  the  rad¬ 
ical  Independent  Socialist  Party  to 
set  up  a  sort  of  Russian  Bolshevism 
in  Germany. 

At  present  they  have  attained  a 
considerable  measure  of  success  in  in¬ 
dustrial  districts,  particularly  in  tho 
Rhino  Valley.
